ON  SaUirday,  the  3id  in.st  , nt  Uu;  broaking-up  of 
the  Colli'giiite  Scliool.  IIU  ilonoiir  the  Fiicniten- 
ant-Govenior  prot^onted  to  Mustce-  P.  A[.  IT.  Gray, 
youngest  son  of  the  Honourable  Mi'.  Justice  Gray,  tlie 
medal  of  tliis  tJociety,  awarded  to  ^Master  Gray  for 
saving  a fellow  pujiil  of  the  scliool  from  drowning. 

The  medal  was  forwarded  from  England,  through 
the  Dominion  Girvcrnment,  for  Mis  Honour  to  jiresent 

The  circumstances  connei'ted  with  the  heroism  o! 
the  act  are  stated  in  the  following  paper,  prejiared  by 
the  Rev.  II.  II.  ISIogg,  Princiiial  of  the  Collegiate 
Echool,  and  read  to  the  audience  by  llis  Honour  the 
Lieutenant-Governor,  are  as  follows:  — 

"On  the  10th  of.Ianuar^’,  1878.  .young  Gray  accom- 
panied by  ArthurGood,  a son  of  tin;  Rev.  J.  B.  Good, 
went  out  duck  shooting  in  a .small  boat  in  the  .Arm  of 
the  sea  leading  from  Victoria  Harbour  to  the  Gorge. 
Both  hoys  are  about  15  3'cars  of  age,  p ipils  at  the 
Collegiate  School  under  my  charge;  Good  is  unfortu- 
nately eri|ij)led  fioin  disea.-e  of  the  liip  joint  and  thus 
was  unable  in  any  way  to  assist  or  jnotect  himself  in 
case  of  dilliculty  or  accident. 

“ AA'hen  some  distance  uji  the  Arm  a sudden  gust  of 
wind  struck  the  boat.  Good  was  unable  to  hold  the 
sheet,  the  sail  flew  round  and  the  boom  knocked  over- 
boaid  Gra.y  who  was  in  the  bows  justaboutto  tin,'.  On 
rising  to  the  surface  with  his  gun  he  saw  the  boat  had 
upset,  was  drifting  awa^-,  and  Good,  who  was  clad  in 
three  overcoats,  sinking  some  distance  behind,  the 
tide  rushing  out  strongly  at  the  time.  Gray  swam  to 
him  and  drew  him  up,  ))laced  him  in  the  boat,  which 
having  half-tilled  immediately  rolled  over;  a second 
and  a third  time  this  haiipened.  Gray  each  time 
rescuing  his  friend;  finally  with  one  arm  round  his 
companion  and  the  other  pushing  the  stern  of  the 
boat  lie  reached  the  shore  some  30  to  40  yards  He 
placed  Good  on  the  rocks  covering  him  as  best  he 
could,  ran  hall-a-milc  to  a house,  obtained  some 
brandy  and  drj'  clothes,  and  ultimately  brought  him 
back  to  Victoria,  having  borrowed  some  oars  and 
righted  the  boat. 

" The  boys  wore  from  15  to  20  minutes  in  the 
water,  which  was  extremely  cold.  No  assistance 
was  within  sight  or  reach.  Some  days  after,  the 
diver  from  H.  M.  S.  Opal  went  down  for  the 
gun,  which  was  recovered  exactly  on  the  spot  where 
Gray  stated  he  had  thrown  it  away,  about  30  yards 
from  where  the  boys  landed  in  25  feet  depth  of  water, 
It  was  full  cocked  and  for  safety  was  immediately 
discharged,  both  barrels  exploding  though  so  long 
under  water.  The  facts  as  to  the  upset  I myself 
gathered  from  both  boys  whom  I questioned  minutely 
soon  after  the  accident  occurred,  and  as  to  the  finding 
of  the  gun,  distance,  and  depth  of  water,  from  the 
gentlemen  who  were  present  with  the  diver  when  the 
gun  was  found. 

"It  was  for  his  coolness,  self-possession,  and 
gallantry,  and  also  his  devotion  to  his  helpless  school- 
fellow at  such  a moment  of  peril  and  difficulty  that 
the  Ro3’al  Humane  Society  awarded  Gray  its  medal.
